Professors show their concern for 
good education by being constantly on 
the alert for new ways to present time- 
less truth to students who will serve in 
the Kingdom for years to come. The 
new Vice President for Academic Af- 
fairs, Steve Isom, has led a team of five 
professors in reshaping the internship 
program. Future internships will be a 
very valuable part of one's education 
at MCC, along with the Dual Degree 
programs with K-State that continue 
to offer unique opportunities for spe- 
cialized preparation for service. 

Two professors have combined their 
classes for a simulation to provide a 
"hands-on" experience in a number of 
church leadership roles, with plans to 


include more classes for a broader 
"hands on" experience. 

Another opportunity for MCC stu- 
dents is the new LEAD degree comple- 
tion program which offers a Bachelor 
of Science in Management and Ethics. 
There are currently six classes, four in 
Manhattan and two in Wichita, with a 
total of 73 students. The management 
modules include Intro. to Management 
& Ethics, Acct. for Managers, and Mar- 
keting Concepts. The principles in the 
ethics modules are drawn from the life 
and teachings of Jesus and Paul, and 
many other Christian writings. All stu- 
dents complete a research project work- 
ing toward the solution of a problem 
within the work place. Plans for the 
Fall of 1995 include starting classes in 
Kansas City and Great Bend, as well 
as one each in Manhattan and Wichita.
